With  the  coming  of  June,  1950,  you  will  have  completed  your  formal 
education  and  the  preparation  for  your  careers;     but  you  are  now  just  commencing 
a  life  of  service  for  which  you  have  prepared  yourselves.        Some  of  you  will 
serve  as  teachers  until  retirement  on  superannuation,  while  others  will  serve 
for  shorter  periods.  In  all  cases,  however,  your  services  will  be  most  wel-

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ART  WORK 


The  art  work  in  this  magazine  was  designed  and  printed  by  the  students 

themselves  at  the  School. 

It  is  our  policy  to  make  the  "Anecho"  a  learning  activity  which  involves 
the  art  work  of  the  students,  rather  than  to  have  all  of  it  printed  commercially. 

It  provides  the  students  with  a  practical  method  of  reproducing  work  in 
their  own  schools  at  a  minimum  of  cost,  and  also  serves  as  a  worthwhile  activity. 

The  cover  and  three  divisional  pages  were  reproduced  by  silk-screening. 
This  is  an  excellent  means  of  reproduction  when  more  than  one  colour  is  desired. 
The  designs  were  traced  on  the  silk,  which  was  then  stretched  on  a  frame.  The 
areas  which  were  not  to  receive  the  print  were  blocked  out  with  glue.      The  paint 
was  then  forced  through  the  silk  by  means  of  a  squeezer  which  worked  back  and 
forth  over  the  silk.      The  paint  used  for  silk  screen  work  is  a  specially-prepared 
oil  paint.      It  is  possible  by  this  method  to  print  as  many  colours  as  are  required 

Metal  stencils  were  used  to  print  the  cartoon  drawings  and  three  of  the 
dividers.      The  designs  were  traced  on  a  metal  stencil,  then  were  inked  in  with 
India  ink  and  shaded  with  a  pencil.      They  were  printed  by  the  off-set  method. 

The  lino-blocks  in  the  "Anecho"  are  samples  of  various  types  of  this 
work  done  by  the  students  during  the  year.      The  designs  were  traced  on  battle- 
ship linoleum  and  then  were  carved  with  special  tools.      The  parts  that  were  taken 
out  would  remain  white,  while  the  other  part  of  the  design  would  be  covered  with 
printers  ink  and  printed  in  a  press.      Following  are  the  titles  of  these  samples
